Narberth supplied a goodly part of 
the audience which heard the interest- 
ing and instructive lecture-recital 'by 
Oharleton Lewis Murphy, managing 
director of the Philadelphia Musical 
Academy, given under the auspices of 
Che Melody Club of Ardmore last Mon- 
day. 

The meeting was held in the Wom- 
an 's Oluib building on Ardmore Avenue. 
Mrs. L. Wayne Arny, of Merion Ave- 
nue, is chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee, which secured Mr. Murphy for 
the occasion. 

Mr. Murphy's lecture — or as he pre- 
ferred to call it — talk dealt with the 
fascinating history of violins and their 
makers. He traced the history of 
stringed instruments from the first 
crude viol, through the viola to the 
violinu piccolo, or, in English, the vio- 
lin. 

In telling of the beginnings of the 
lii.e violins, as made by the Cremona 
School, Mr. Murphy showed the audi- 
ence the collection of instruments he 
had brought with him, borrowed from 
connoisseurs of Philadelphia and viein- 
it\. There were fine examples of the 
■work of the Amati family, Stradivarius, 
Guernarius, the French and German 
makers, and some modern makes. 

Many of the instruments in the col- 
ectiou, the value of which exceeded 
$lf>0,()00, had an interest apart from 
their rarity, having been the property 
and pride of world-famous fiddlers. 
There was the famous Wieniawski 
Guernerius, played on by that artist 
and composer. (Several of the instru- 
ments were the property of members of 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, one of the 
Amati violins, beautifully inlaid, being 
the property of Thadeus Rich, Concert- 
meister of the Philadelphia Orchestra. 
In order to show the difference in 
tone and quality of the -different makes, 
Mr. Murphy rendered a pleasing pro- 
gram, each number on a different vio- 
lin. Despite the difficulty of attaining 
perfect tone with so many shifts of in- 
struments, liis rendition of Saint Saen 's 
beautiful Introduction and Rondo Cap- 
pricioso was masterful. The complete 
program was:

Welfare Campaign 
Results 



Amounts Collected in Dis- 
trict Announced 

The third annual campaign of the 
Welfare Federation closed November 
16th, with a total of 118,861 subscrip- 
tions amounting to $2,883,978, an in- 
crease of .fc<;0(),(IO() over the amount 
raised last year. Although the total 
raised falls short by $12"),000 of the 
amount required to meet the agency 
budgets, the Board of Trustees of the 
Federation nave pledged themselves to 
raise this sum quietly, so that all agen- 
cies will receive the full amount needed 
to carry on their work in 1924. 

The Main Line Division, under the 
leadership of Alfred M. Collins, Di- 
vision Chairman, and Bruce M. Wat- 
son, Division Secretary, secured 4,230 
subscriptions, amounting to $.V>(], 052.03, 
which represents over, one hundred per 
cent- of the quota assigned and exceeds 
last year's result* by sixty-five per 
cent, in amount, and forty-four per 
cent, in subscriptions. .Miss Meriboh 
Delaplaino handled the headquarters of- 
fice with sicili.

Those engaged in bird conservation 
ivurk in the BWlogtoalr Survey of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture have been greatly interested in the 
decrease during the last 20 years in 
bird mortality formerly due to the fix- 
ed white lights used in lighthouses. 
Along the Atlantic coast, in particular, 
there has been a tendency to replace 
these fixed 1 lights, which atract large 
numbers of birds to their destruction, 
with intermittently flashing lights, 
which do not seem to have the, same 
disastrous effect. 

At Fire Island Light, for example, 
some years ago it wan common to see a 
great number of dead birds after a 
windy or stormy night, as under such 
conditions 'birds become confused and 
either fly 'head-on into the light or eir- 
cle round and round it until exhausted. 
Since an intermittent flash type of 
light has .been installed at Fire Island 
the bird deaths have been greatly re- 
duced.
